HE SAW LIGHT. . 


Successful X Ray Test on a Man Blind 
Ten Years. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.~—The X ray yester- 
day has given a glimmer of light to eyes 
that had been sightless for ten years. The 
subject of the test was John F. Martin, 
who, by submitting to experiments, as a 
substitute for Charies Broadway Rougs, 
has become known as “Mr. Rouss’ Man.” 

Martin has submitted to a succession of 
tests—perhaps half a hundred. Two at- 
tendants led him to the office of Dr. David 
Edson. 

The blind man, although he had grown 
accustomed to experiments, was visibly 
nervous as he was placed in front of the 
electric apparatus. The fluoroscope was 
placed at his eyes and the X ray turned 
on. There was an instant vicious snap- 
ping of the current, then absolute stillness, 
as all in the room strained to watch the 
face of the maniin front of the electric 
glare. At length Dr. Edson asked: 

“De you sée anything?” ? a 

“No,’’ answered Martin. 

His lips had scarcely framed the reply 
when there rang from him: ‘ 

“I can see+—I see ligtht,”’ and the joy in the 
tone moved all who heard it. Dr. Edson. at 
Once turned off the ray. Martin was deeply 
moved at the gleam which had penetrated 
his long darkness, and he was led to a seat 
to compose himself before the experiment 
was continued. 

Dr. Edson questioned him about the ef- 
fect of the ray, but the blind man only re- 
peated that he had seen light. Again the 
fluoroscope was placed at his eyes. This 
time he received the impression: of light 
more quickly, and when he had reveled in 
it fora moment a piece of metal was passed 


in front of the fluoroscope. He detected the 


movement instantly.

WHITE HOUSE RECEPTION. 


LASTED OVER THREE HOURS. 


All the High Civil and Military Offi- 
cials- Were There and the Deco- 
rations Were Gorgeous.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1.—Mr. Cleve- 
land's last New Year’s reception in his 
official capacity of President of the United 
States was marked by the usual bDrilliancy 
as well as by the usual throng. The recep- 
tion opened at 11 o’clock, when the first del- 
egation, comprising the members of the 
Cabinet and the diplomatic corps, headed 
by Vice-President Stevenson, filed through 
the gates and pssed through the big doors 
into the blue room, where the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland stood waiting to receive 
their guests.

KNEW THE DRUG’S NATURE. 


Told Dr. Hughes That Men Should Die 
on Reaching the Pinnacie 
of Fame.

- S$ fficiency erent the 
Train to ®@ Stop and Averted a 
Terrible Loss of Life. 


Seventyaiee passengers aboard of Illinois 
Central mail train, No. 224, due in St. Louis 
a> ll a. m.; narrowly eseaped be'ng dumped 
into Cahokia Greek, in East St. Louis, at 
11:15 o’clock Friday morning. 

Had the train gone over the trestle the 
loss of life would have been great. 

The train, in charge of Conductor Barney 
Blaney, pulled into the Relay on time and 
Bridge Engine No. 26, with Pilot Woodell in 
charge, was coupled on and the “high ball” 
signal, which means to pull out, was given. 
The train consisted of a combination bag- 
gage and mail car, smoker and one coach, 
the latter coupled 40 thé locomotive, which 
was ‘“‘heading in.”’ 

While the train was ascending the east- 
ern approach to the bridge there was a 
heavy /crash and jar as the cracking of 
heavy timbers. The train seemed bound- 
ing along on the ties, just as the engine 
had passed over the Cahokia Creek. 

Twenty-five ladies in the forward car 
joined in a chorus of shrieks. A score of 
heads popped out of the windows to dis- 
cern the cause of the confusion. 

It developed that the rear car had jumped/ 
the track right at /the switch tower, where 
there is a network of tracks, and/ trad 
forced the smoking car from its bearings. 

The engineer reversed his engine in time 
to save the entire train from plunging into 
the muddy waters of Cahokia, fifteen feet 
below the trestle. 

The train was brought to a standstill with 
the passenger coach standing on tthe trestle- 
work. The rear tricks of the smoker were 
off the track and the é¢ast end of the car 
was twisted and damaged considerably... The 
baggage and mail car had been thrown on 
its side directly across the main track. 

The accident happened just as Baggage- 
mian Smith and Postal Clerk Dement were 
making their toilets preparatory to deaving 
their posts at Union Station. They tumbled 
over each other when the car fell on its 
side, and both received slight bruises. 

The engine and passenger coach were cut 
loose from the wreck and pulled into Union 


Station about fifteen minutes late. The

Policemen Being Laid Off in Details 
for Ten Days. 


In accordance With an order made by the 
Board of Police Commissioners at a meet- 
ing held Thursday, the Chief, through the 
Captains, began Friday to lay off Ser- 
geants and patrolmea in details for ten 
days without pay. The purpose of the 
Board is to avoid a deficiency of $21,000 at 
the end _of the fiscal year, April 1. 

The motion adopted by the Board is as 
follows: 

Moved, That owing to the lack of a suffi- 
cient appropriation to carry .the present; 
number of men employed pntil April 1, 1897, 
during the months of January, February 
and March, 1897, each sergeant, patrolman 
and proba sjonary patrolman now employed 
be laid off on furlough for ten days without 
pay, and that the details of the furloughing 
bs left to the Chief of Police to arrange, so 
that the least disadvantage *o the effective- 
ness of the force be occasioned. 

When the prospective deficiency In the 
propriation became apparent, the comm 
sioners decided to dismiss sixty-five men 
and declare an emergency so as to be able 
to hire 200 special men. The Mayor, Comp- 
troller and other city officers objected and 
the board was obliged to resort to “‘lay-offs” 
as a last résort. 

The commissioners have beeh of opinion 
that it was illegal to give the men enforced 
vacations without pay, but the blue-coa‘ts 
are pleased, because they are saved from the 
danger of dismissal.

Manager of the Standard Theater, died at 1 
o'clock Thursday morning under peculiar 
circumstances. 

The death certificate in the case, signed 
by Dr. J. D. Irwin, declares $hat Holliday’s 
demise was caused by alcoholism. On the 
other hand there is no douht that the dead 
man took four gtains of morphine at 3 

o'clock Wednesday morning, from the ef- 
| fects of which he never rallied. 

Whether he took the drug with swicidal 
intent or to quiet his nerves, greatly over- 
wrought by prolonged and excessive. drink- 
ing, will never be definitely known. The 
circumstances point to the former alterna. 
tive. 


without any notification of the death hav- 
ing been made to the Coroner’s office. 

Holliday was very well known in St. Louis. 
He came of @ respectable family and has 
long been a great trial to them on account 
of his reprehensible habits. 

For years he has been addicted to the 
excessive use of alogholic, liquors, with oc- 
casional intervals of complete sobriety. He 
was a good,ward worker in politics, and was

His fearful sprees finally compelled Butler 
to discharge him.

His health broke 
under the strain and recently he has lived 
on the bounty of the Butlers and his fam- 
ily. His physical condition was pitiable. 

Of late HoHiday has often threatened to 
kill himself. He borrowed a half dollar on 
Tuesday from the porter at the Standard 
Theater. 

“This is the last,”’ he said. “‘I am going to 
end it all with the year.’’ 

Later in the day he showed some of the 
stage hands a bottle which .he said con- 
tained morphine. 

Tuesday night Holliday went to his room. 
He lived at 706 Pine street with his common 
law wife. He w4s intoxicated as usual. 


says, he could not sleep. He got up and 
walked the floor in great nervousness. The 
landlord, W. W. Shannon, and his wife 
heard him as he paced back and forth. 

About 6 o’clock Wednesday morning Mrs. 
Holliday knocked at the Shannons’ door. She 
was in great distress and said she féared her 
husband was dying. 

According to ther story Holliday, not be- 
ing able to sleep, had taken four grains 
ef morphine about 2 a. m. and lapsed into 
unconsciousness, She then became fright- 
ered and gave him an emetic, but it did 
no good. 

After working over him a couple of hours 
she decided to get a doctor. She ran- 
sacked thc re‘ghbortood without being able 
to find one. 

At 8 o’clock Mr. Shannon telephoned 
Sam Holliday, an employe of the Wrought 
Iron Range Company, and a brother of 
McCune. He also told a policeman to call 
an ambulance and summoned Dr. Irwin. 

The brother and Dr. Irwin responded im- 
mediately. The ambulance appeared at ll 
o’clock, but was then sent back. 

Dr. Irwin says he worked over Holliday 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when he 
appeared to be out of danger. He opened 
his eyes but was unable to speak. That he 
was not out of danger is shown by the fact 
shat he died. at 1 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. But alcoholism and no? morphine pois- 
oning was the cause, says the doctor. 

The body was removed to the undertaking 
shop of Smithers & Wagoner, where the 
funeral took place Friday morning. 

All of Holliday’s acquaintances believe 
that he killed himself. Mrs. Holliday does 
not. 

When Dr. Irwin was asked if he did not 
think it was a Coroner’s case, he said: 

“I do not. Holliday died from alcoholism. 
He rallied from the morphine he had taken. 
His wife told me that he had been in the 
habit of using the drug to induce sleep. He 
did take an overdose on this occasion, but 
it did not cause his death.” 

The dead man is a brother of “Bug” Hol. 
liday, the base ball player.

PLAIN STATEMENT TO THE WAYS 
AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 


IS AIMED AT NEWSPAPERS. 


Stated That the Combine Expects to 
Make Several Millions by 
Raising Prices. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1.—Before the 
Ways.and Means Committee last evening 
the paper and pulp schedule was taken up. 
Mr. John Norris, Business Manager of the 
New York World, spoke first. He said: 

‘“T appear to formally apprise this com- 
mittee of the fact that the twenty-four or 
twenty-five manufacturers of white paper 
in the United States are perfecting arrange. 
ments for a combination by which every 
hewspaper shall be at the mercy of a cen- 
tral agency, by which these manufacturers 
shall receive an additional profit of %4,000,- 
000 or $5,000,000 a year, and tax newspapers 


to that extent.”’ 
The purpose of the trust, said Mr. Norris, 


was to keep the price of paper at about 2c, 
while the present ruling price was about 2c, 
and, by cuting off various concessions to 
newspaper publishers, increase their profits 
in that way also. 

Being asked by Mr. Tawney whether the 
trust had m actually formed, Mr. Norris 
explained that he had been tmformed by 
members of,it that all the details had been 
arranged by the manufacturers, it having

A year ago Quinly was seized with pneu- 
monia. When he had about recovered it was 
found that an abscess had formed on his 
left lung. Nine months ago a country doctor 
lanced Quinly’s side to relieve him. Pus 
exuded in large quantities constantly. The 
drain on hig system reduced him from a 
strong man weighing 165 pounds to a mere 
skeleton, weighing scarcely 100 pounds. 

The pleural cavity on the left side was 
filled with pus. While the ribs could be 
counted on the right side, the left side was 
swollen so that the skin was as tight as a 
drum head. 

He read a month ago in the Post-Dispatch 
how a man suffering from the same trouble 
had been relieved at the City Hospital. 
He came to St. Louis and entered the Bap- 
tist Hospital at Garrison and Franklin ave- 
nues, and was operated on by Dr. Briggs. 

A section of rib four inches long was re- 
moved and a space two by four inches was 
opened. A tube was introduced and more 
than a gallon of pus was drawn from the. 
man’s side. The heart and lungs were laid 
bare. A light was introduced and fhe heart 
beat was visible. 

The wound was closed after antiseptic 
treatment, and Quinly is gaining strength, 
and expetis to leave the hospital a well man 
in a few days. 


- CHANGED GOVERNORS. 


Gov. Black Succeeds Levi P. Morton in 
New York. 


Special to fhe Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 1—With simple and 
impressive ceremonies Hon. Frank 8. Black 
was to-day inaugurated as Governor of the 
Empire State. Save for the presence of a 
few companies of military, the inaugura- 
tion, by the particular desire of the Gover- 
nor-elect, was shorn of all ostentation or 
spectacular brilliancy. The stars and 
stripes, however, were in evidence about 
the Capitol and on the flagstaffs of the 
city, and several thousand people came in 
on the trains last night and this morning 
from all over the State to witness the exer- 
cises. 

The Governor-elect reached here from 
Troy shortly after 10 o’clock, with an escort 
compesed of the Sixth, Twelfth and Twenty- 
first Separate Companies of his native 
State. At the depot the Tenth battalion 
and:the Third Brigade of the Signal Corps 
were dfawn up, and the Governor-elect was 
reveived with a salute. Under escort of the 
military companies, commanded by Lieut- 
Col. William E, Fitch, the procession moved 
to the Capitol, where the Governor-elect was 
received in the executive chamber and wel- 
comed by Gov. Levi P. Morton and staff. 
After a brief interchange of courtesies the 
inaugural procession moved to the Assembly 
Chamber, which was already packed to 
suffocation. 

After the rendering of a patriotic air an 
invocation was offered by Rt.-Reyv. William 
Crosswell Doane, Bishop ef the diocese. 
Gov. Morton followed with bis retiring ad- 
dress, and the oath of office was then ad- 
ministered to the new Governor by Secre- 
tary of State John Palmer. On stevping 
forward to deliver his inaugural address, 
Gov. Black ré¢ceived an ovation. He spoke 
at some length in his usual crisp, terse 
style. On returning to -the executive cham- 
ber the new military staff of the Governor 
was comm('ssioned and sworn in by Secre- 
tary Palmer. There was a public reception 
in the executive chamber from 1 to 2 o'clock, 
and from 3 till 5 the Governor aad Mrs, 
Black will hold the usual New Year's re- 
ception at the executive mansion.

organization Committee. 


OMAHA, - Neb., Jan. 1—A _ purchasing 
committee, representing the reorganization 
committee of the Oregon Short Lire and the 
Utah Northern, will buy the property in 
when it is offered for sale by Masicr in 
Chancery Cornish in Salt Lake, Jan. 9.

Detectives Get a Man to Bet So They 
Can Arrest Tom Walsh’s 
Clerks.

The war on the pool sellers still keeps 
up and every \time the Police Department 
sees a chance an arrest is made. A few 
more raids and the gamblers will quit in 
disgust, because their business does not 
flourish uncer adversity and police super- 
vision. To gamble successfully the pool 
sellers must have a certain amount of free- 
dom. 

Two men were arrested late Thursday 
afternoon in Tom Walsh’s pool-room on 
Eighth street. They were making a hand 
book on New Orleans and were accepting 
money won on the result of races in that 
city. 

Messotives Guion and Hatton ran in what 
is known as a “ringer.’’ They found a 
man who was unknown to the pool sellers 
and got him to place a bet while they 
stood by and watched. They saw him hand 
the money to the bookmakers and saw 
them register the bet. They then arrest- 
ed two employes of the pool room. It was 
not really their own money they were 
handling, as they were simply hired as 
clerks might be for legitimate business. 
They were quietly worked out on the street 
and a patrol wagon took them to the. Four 
Courts, where they were released on bond. 

Books recording bets made were found in 
their possession and were held by the police 
as evidence. 

Chief Harrigan has instructed his men to 
continue to watch the rooms for every at- 
tempt at gambling in the same manner, and 
to make arrests whenever they think they 
can make a case. 

The pool-sellers are getting tired of the 
way the lice have been pursuing them, 
and are almost ready to quit business until 
a decision is given on their cases. 

Hand-books are still being made, however, 
and betting in that way will be done in 
spite of all the police can do. It will not be 
done publicly, however, and very few peo- 
ple are likely to know anything about it, 
so that it can hardly be seriously objected 
to by anyone. 

Chief Harrigan said Friday morning that 
he would continue to do as he has been doing 
and pounce down on gambling wherever he 
could find it, The Marshall opinion was the 
basis of his action, and, being no lawyer 
himself, he simply took Mr. Marshall’s opin- 
ion without question.

She Carries Arms and the Author of 
“The Red Badge of Courage. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 1-—Thé 
steamer Commodore cleared at the Custom- 
house late Thursday afternoon with a car- 
go of arms and ammunition consigned to 
Salvador Cisnores, President of the Cuban 
Repwhblic, at Cienfueg¢s, A crew of 
27 men was carried, despite the fact that 
the Commodore is of only 99 tons register. 
Most of these were Cubans. Among the 
number was Stephen Crane, author 
“The Red Badge of Courage,” who may 
now witness a battle for the first time. 
He sigried as a seaman at $20 a month. 

Clearance papers were issued, notwith- 
standing that a formal protest was made 
by Senor Solis, Spanish Consul for Florida, 
which was made in writing to the Collector. 
The grounds were that the rules and a ter 
lations of ports of entry in Cuba prohibit 
importation of munitions of war, except 
upon written permission of the Governor- 
Ger.eral of the island, and also upon the 
ground that it is the belief of the Coneul 
that the arms are tio be used by the insur- 
gents against the kingdom of Spain, and 
also the port to which they are consigned. 

The Spanish Consul also refused to vise 
the clearing papers, which is a necessary 
requisite in going to a foreign port, for 
the reason that the regulations do not per- 
mit the importation of arms upon the island 
without a permit, and this Capt. Murphy 
did not have. The Consul issued a certifi- 
cate, however, stating his refusal and the 
reason thereof. sa: 

It is not believed that the Commodore 
will make an attempt to land its cargo at 
Cienfuegos, but will make a landing at 
some convenient place along the OQuban 
coast. 7

Ninety-nine people out of a hundred who 
go to the City Hall to see the Mayor have 
to be satisfied with a look at the Secretary 
or the Sergeant. 

They tell their troubles to one of these, 
and unless they are of great importance 
they never reach the ears of the Sphinx in 
the inner office. 

The charges against Randall were not 
considered important. Mayor Walbridge 
said he had never heard of them until a 
Post-Dispatch reporter told him of, them. 

“I knew of Beasley being discharged,” he 
said. ‘‘He wanted me to interpose in his be- 
half; but such petitions come to me every 
day. It is my invariable rule not to inter- 
fere in such matters.’

POLICE REFORM. 


Dr. Sargent Protests Vigorously 
Against Neglect and Incompetence 
Shown in Recent Cases. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I do not believe in rashly a%tacking the 
powers that either rule or guard our city. 
I think that both the courts and police must 
admit with*the city fathers that the pulpit 
and platform have displayed remarkable 


' }Self control for the past year, when justice 


seems to have been both blind and lame and 
crime has held high carnival. 

But while we have held our peace when 
wrong has been done to the city in its free- 
dom and power, #o remain silent when the 
weak and imprisoned are outraged would 
brand us not only as cowards but as false 
to our profession as teachers of mercy and 
justice and defenders of the defenseless and 
helpless. 

Were this an isolated case of wrong by 
our police this might be passed by, leaving 
it to the authorities to punish the guilty of- 
ficer. The recent attack of lecherous ne- 
groes upon two girls in the prison van fur- 
nishes only a final reason, however, for 
voicing the cry of outraged humanity. It is 
not only the acts of themselves, which de- 
serve the denunciations of a Voltaire, or a 
Carlyle, or a Phillips, but it is the manner 
in which the acts are regarded by those 
high in authority in our city police. If your 


reporters are to be believed, and I know 
no more creditable paper than the Post-Dis- 


patch (and all the other papers agree with 


you), the Police Captain and clerk are as 
much of a disgrace to humanity as the cow. 
ardly and despicable creature who saw and 
heard, or at least should have known of the 


outrage perpetrated on those who were en- 
trusted to his care, and who were to be de- 
fended even with his life. Wretched excuses 
were given by the police which only made 
darker the crime. It was said if he fired his 
pistol it would make a needless alarm. 

The city’s honor was at stake, and it would 
have been far better to have awakened 
every man in the city and every woman in 
her home that they might lift voice and arm 
in aid than that the shadow of this shame 
might blacken our fair city’s name. 

Again, it was said that they were sinning 
girls, and it has even been said to me that 
it was not best to defend such. I shall, I 
presume, never see them, but they are 
among the lost for whom Christ died and 
whom He saved while living, and I, Christ’s 
servant, am not greater than my Lord. 
After their arrest they became the wards 
of the city, and all the force of the city 
should have been extended if need be to 
defend them. They were deprived of their 
liberty and the means of defending them- 
selves by the officers of the city, and the 
police force that permitted them to be even 
insulted, much less attacked and outraged, 
was false to a sacred trust. 


It is these outrages by the guardians of 
society that give to the criminal class a 
sense of righteous indignation against so- 
ciety and make reformation impossible. A 
certain Judge may be injudicious, even in- 
sane at times, but he nevertheless is often 
supported by a spirit of justice or love of 
fair play that rejoices in any blow at the 
arrogant authority assumed by our police. 
It is this utter disregard of public opinion 
that flounts a Fruin in our faces after he 
bas not only been drunk, but has broken 
into a house he should have guarded and 
beaten a helpless woman he should have 
defended. We read, too, in your reliable 
paper of a few days ago that two of the 
guards of the prison strung up an untried 
prisoner and beat him with knotted ropes 
till he told them what they wished him to 
confess. . Is this Siberia or America? Is 
jt St. Louis.or St. Petersburg? Are we in 
free Missouri or stricken Turkey? Are we 
in a powerful republic or in war-crushed 
Cuba? 

I have. not spoken of the many other 
faults that are established by the universal 
assertion and %he Police Commissioners’ tes- 
timony as eye-witnesses, for these will be 
dealt with by other and abler men, but this 
latest outrage of young girls being placed 
in a van with vilest negroes and being per- 
mitted to suffer outrage with a policeman 
at the door, demands the condemnation of 
all righteous men. We are told ‘that this is 
the third time that %his has happened under 
this same officer. It should have been pos- 
sible but once and he should then have 
been forever declared unfit to be on any 
police force In America and been promptly 
recommended to the Sultan of seers as a 
companion of the Kurds. 


I protest in the name of humanity that 
has been outraged in the house of her 
friends. I protest in the name of civilization 
that has been stayed in its advance and 
robbed of the glory of its triumph in this 
most noble mid-continent city. I protest in 
the name of justice, who has been robbed 
by her priests. I protest in the name of 
mercy, who has been stabbed to death at 
her altar. I protest in the name of religion, 
that Savior from brutality, who has had 
her garment of love rent by soiled hands. I 
protest in the name of chivalry, whose guar- 
dian care of woman lighted the darkness of 
medieval lawlessness, I protest in the name 
of God, whose righteousness, preached by 
Jew and Gentile, has been scorned by this 
black deed. I protest in the name of Christ, 
who was again insulted in the name of law 
and whose soul must have suffered anew in 
Gethsemane over the sins of coward men. 

And protesting thus with all noble men 
and women, we ask that our police force, 
from Chief to latest appointed watchman, 
clear themselves of this black stain and
